RECALLED  ON  RECENT  VISIT 

When  former  Sergeant  and  Mrs,  Bill  Cozzo 
on  their  honeymoon  dropped  off  in  Kansas 
City  to  visit  Clay  Mobley,  Cozzo* s 
former  captain,  they  didn’t  know  they 
were  taking  what  may  well  be  an  im- 
portant step  in  a civilian  theatrical 
career  for  Cozzo.  Cozzo  was  a sergeant 
in  the  21st  Special  Service  Company  in 
Italy,  serving  under  both  Mobley  and 
Lt*  Paul  James.  Under  his  stage  name 
of  Bill  Costello,  he  made  more  than 
1*000  appearances  before  troops  in  the 
zone  of  combat  and  the  wounded  in  hos- 
pitals, after  he  was  wounded  at  Hill  609 
in  Tunisia.
